The hard 
crust thus IV. lined forces thv plant up, very 
slightly at first, but more a fler afew freezes 
recurring on successive nights. With the 
following day’s thaw the earth siuka back 
to its ordinary condition — aud so will 
every thaw. Not so, however, with th« 
plant , which is elevated a little by every 
Iree/.e, until its lower fibres, which dim 
to th.- uuder-soil, being broken by the suc- 
cessive strains, it finally comes entirely up, 
aud lies over on the surface to perish — be- 
ing literally spewed out ol the ground. 

Bo«*h is the process. And what is the 
cause? “Open w inter,’’ says one. I.nnicr. 
“Fro/** out," says another. “Cold niehtr 
follow ed by warm days,” soys a third. But 
open winters, ot themselves, .ire fkvvrable 
to grow th, and do Hot necessarily destroy 
it. And a very intense degree of cold, 
even that whieli freezes the earth h foot or 
more, do.-.* not kill cereals or clover.— 
Neither do cold night* loll.) \* cd by w arm 
days of themselves produce the result. 
They are cm h connected w ith the process 
»f “killing out,” but arc not its cause; nor 
would they all combined be sufficient to 
bring about the destruction w hieli we often 
witness, were tbe mechanical condition 
of the soil iu which they grow su<h us it 
ought to he. 

The real cau.*e of “winter kill,” “freez- 
ing out,” “frost spew ,” is .•x.vxs.ec moietu tv. 
And the only remedy lies in draini/it/. And 
w Idle surface or ditch draining is of some 
advantage, because it partially ameliorate* 
the condition of the laud, it is yet a Very 
imperfect system, at best, und also a very 
«‘xjs-usi\c one, when it is remembered how 
often open ditches have to be clcaued out 
aud renewed, how much useful laud is oc- 
cupied by them, how nim-h good surface 
soil is washed away iu them, and how very 
partially they operate in any respect. I'nder 
Jreuniiff i* the ouly sufficient remedy for 
winter killing of grains amt the gradual 
w Inter destru. tiou of grass lands, and this 
is ieut not as a curt, but a* u prermtine.. 

It IS the foundation of a good mechanical 
Condition ol the soil. Without ft, no soil 
le-ting ..ii n clay basis can be kept iu good 
condition mc.liauieally; with it, almost any 
well cultivated lands will put and keep 

llit-inselvc* in such condition. 

It any L-llfiier doubt* that decisive 
moisture in the soil is the primary and 
lo^in can*.- ol the Very great damage so 
fi.queiitly done to his grain and glass 
lands ill the winter, he can set himself 
right now as well a* at atiy other time. In 
.linnet ev.-rv field, in a rolling district of 
coiitiliy. there arc springy or “spouty” 
hillsides, and knolls or summits which are 
wclf-draiued. Let him go now and exain 
im- carefully these two varying situations.

Heriniiiiiliou of Seeds. 

For the lull duvclopmcnt of the vitality- 
in a seed, moisture, air, and heat ale re- 
quisite. Seeds which are fully matured, 
and dry, will retain their vitality for ages, 
If kept entirely from moisture. Beans, 
wheat, and buibott* roots have been found 
in the lomhs of Egypt, which had lain 
tliere more than 3,(00 years, and vet ger- 
minated on expo.-ure to moisture, heat, 
and air. Air In-ing essential, few seeds 
will complete the process ol germinal Ion 
when wholly immersed in water; lienee the 

, »r a 

very wet season at the time of pliinting. 
As the oxygen of the air is e*.-ential fo 
germination, it is important that the soil 
should be loo-e, So a* fo admit theoxvgen, 
aud the seed uot so deep as to be beyond' 
its reach. C arbonic acid, which is highly 
usclul to plants, is injurious to germina- 
tion, and ostitis often exists in the soil, in 
large quantities, lime, and other alkalies, 
by absorbing ft, exert a favorable influence 
on germinal ion. Seed* should never b,- 
*own or planted in direct contact with 
green or l> mn-nting manures, as the pro 
< e*- of fermentation evolves large quanti- 
ties of earl tonic nrid. It is also probable 
that tlic l'ermeutatiou of green manure im- 
parts too much nourishment to the incip- 
ient plant, yielding more food than its 
organ*, in their incipient state, can digr*t. 
When vegetable matter is brought into 
routnet with an alkali, it rapidly decays, 
undi*soo(i converted into a substance ea- 
pahlr ol being held In solution bv water, 
and entering info the com posit ion of plants; 
hence, the u*e of indasli and lime in the 
process of germination and during the 
grow th of plants. Alkalies are powerful 
ag.-nts to convert vegetable matter into 
lood tor plants. The g.-rud nation of many 
seeds may be promoted by immersing 
them in hot water. This i» particularly 
i h.: tos< with pr.is, beet#, - carrots, and 
parsnips, wlio.-e vital powers are not easily 
excited by the ordinary U-mpcraliirc and 
moisture. Some recommend pouring boil- 
ing water im them, and allowing them to 
remain in it till cold; hut this, we think, is 
carrying it too tar. There is danger, if the 
water Is too hot, of destroying the vitality 
ol Ilie seed. It may be applied to pens in 
a boiling Kate, but lor the smaller seeds 
we would not heat to a boiling sute. 

Chvkooai. -1 he retuse charcoal from 
coal pita or old coal bins, i* extremely 
valuable, spread upon and dug into the 

pmlcusoil. All early vegetables, as rad- 
ishes, turnips, etc., when grown in a soil 
of charcoal mixture, are very tender and 
delicate. For vines, as melons, cucum- 
ber#, etc., there is nothing better than a 
mixture of tine charcoal in the soil, and for 
sweet potatoes it is just the thing.
